As a rule, thoss who
issuc—not those who receive — these free
tickets are the ‘dead heads,’ usnally giving
By et for thal which a flvé dotlar b0
would not adequately pay for. So long as
the newspnper editor 18 expected to give libe-
ral mnotices of entertainments before they
ocour, aud then follow these with o generous
Jull ufier the show is over, he certainly has
no place in the ‘dead head’ clasgification.
Indeed, in nine cages out of ten the editors
would be glad to recelve half-pay for their
work and pay two prices for the free ticket.
They certainly would make money by the
operation. We may add a few words on the
general subject of advertizing, The publication
of advertisements is as much in the business
of a newspaper as the publication of the
news, and an editorial notice which is de-
signed to supply the place of or add value to
a regular advertisement, has even less claim
to a gratuitous insertion than would such an
advertisement, Yet there are those who ask
just such gratuitous notices, and this almost
as a matter of right., I thege same persons
should be asked to make a present of a dozen
yards of muglin to each purchaser of 4 merino
dress, or' a dollar's worth of sugar to who-
ever bought three pounds of tea, or hallf-a-
dozen ‘free tickets' to whoever engaged
twenty seats at a concert, they would resent
the demand as an Insult. Yet why should
not their wages Le given away as freely as
ghonld and are the products of the cditor's
and publisher’s labor and capital ? The mar-
chant makes his profit and living by selling

his goods. The publisher of & newspaper
makes hiz by selling his advertising columns,
not by giving them away: and when he does
thus give them in aid of a public library or
ether beneficial object, he deserves thanks as

a public benefaotor, and not insults as a ‘dead-

head.' "
